The subject matters of claims 1-7, 11 and 12 do not appear to involve an inventive step in 
view of documents 1 and 2. It is disclosed in document 1 that an adhesive tape for dicing, which 
contains a gas generator that generates gas by ultraviolet rays, is bonded to a semiconductor wafer 
and diced, and that divided semiconductor chips are individually irradiated with ultraviolet rays and 
separated from the adhesive tape, hi cited document 2, it is stated that semiconductor chips are 
picked up by means of a collet. A person skilled in the art could have easily conceived of applying 
the technical matters of cited document 2 to the invention of cited document 1. 

Since cited document 1 describes to dice the tape with the other side up, apparently the 
adhesive tape is bonded to the semiconductor chip surface formed with a circuit. 

Guiding ultraviolet rays to the adhesive tape bonded to individual semiconductor chips and 
irradiating them so as to meet the conditions mentioned in claims 6 and 12 could have been easily 
arrived at by a person skilled in the art on the basis of the description in cited document 1 that 
ultraviolet rays are irradiated only to predetermined chips. 

The wavelength and intensity of ultraviolet rays to be irradiated are matters to be decided on 
when designing. 

The subject matters of claims 8-10 are neither disclosed in any of the documents cited in the 
ISR nor obvious to a person skilled in the art.
